BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW77.18.060 and 1999 ¢ 363 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

The fish and wldlife commssion in consultation wth the
departnment is authorized to determ ne which waters of the state are
appropriate for this use ((duingt+he—1999and 2000——calendar—years)).
In making this determnation, the comm ssion shall seek geographic
distribution to assure opportunity to fishers statew de.

The commi ssion in consultation with the departnment will determ ne
t he maxi mum nunber of fish that nay be planted into state waters so as
not to conpete with the wild popul ations of fish species in the water
body.
